The correct ‘series’ adapter for a lens is determined 
by a combination of factors such as outside diameter 
of lens barrel, actual size and recess of front element 
of lens, angle of lens. To avoid ‘vignetting’ (loss of 
image in the corners of a picture), the ‘series’ adapter 
must accommodate a filter larger than the diameter of 
the lens; and, in case of recessed or wideangle lenses, 
the ‘series’ size of adapter and filter must be consid- ‘ 
erably larger than the lens itself. For many lenses, 
adapters in two and even three series sizes are avail¬ 
able; while the largest size is always safe to use, 
smaller sizes can be used when conditions permit. If 
you own several lenses of different diameters, you can 
probably equip all of them with the largest series fil¬ 
ters, shades, etc. required by one of your lenses (by 
reason of size, angle and so on), using the same series 
accessories on the ‘smaller’ lenses, either with the 
appropriate adapter rings (if available in the series 
required) or by means of adapters with stepup rings.
